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Hotses Causes Village Effect. 

“A colonial visitor to Dugland 
writes in the Builder bis Impressions 
of England and London from a bulld- 
er's point of view. He notes thut 
the most. remarkable feature in the 
vast growth of little two story housus 
lu the last tewenty-five years is the 
uniformity*ef their plan of arrange-, 
ment, 

In Continental centers which are 
developing suburbs there is a certain 
indivuality in the small houses. Spec- 
ulative houses built by the dozen are 
very exceptional on the Continent. 
But in England a house built to 
suit the tagte of an individual is so 
rare as to pass unnoticed among the 
teus of thousands of villas nd cot- 
tages erected by speculative build- 
ers. He continues: 

“As London is approached on the 
southern side the remarkable char- 
acter of the modern English mode of 
living in- suburban cottages is ap- 
parent. London seems to a foreign- 
er ilke some monstrous overgrown 
village or collection of villages with 
ifterminable rows of little two story 
cotiages, interspersed with felda, 
commons and parks. 

“All that constituted a town or 
city in the old times and in the 
olden sense has of course long since 
been swallowed up in this gigantic 
labyrinth and the country thus trans- 
mogrified is inhabited by a people 
who, to judge by the ainsularly 
Slereolyped appearance of. their 
homes, are content with as remark- 


able stereotyping of their domestic 
arrangements,” 


‘Making True Diamonds. 

The production of artificial dia- 
monus has long been a dream ol ine 
experimenter, The conditions unner 
uuiure are pretty well understood: 
mnai On a small’ scale they have for 
some time been duplicated in the 
laboratory and even—though gere 
quite unwittingly—in the workshop. 
Nothing more la necessary than to 
reduce carbon—a bit of coal or grap- 
hite of lampblack—to a liquid con- 
dition, combme it with a solvent 
aud maintain it under grea. press- 
ure until it cools, when crystals of 
the pure carbon will form just aa 
do crystals of quartz or sugar or salt 
under Uke condtions—and these cry- 
sials of carbon constitute true dia- 
monds. But the difficulty lies in the 
extreme reluctance with which carbon 
assumes the liquid state. Under 
pressure, to be sure, it will liquefy; 
but the pressure is about fifteen tons 
to toe square inch. In the deptha of 
the earth, such a pressure may be 
applied by the weight of geological 
strata; but how may it be attained 
in the laboratory? 

A most ingenious answer to this 
question was found by tErofessor 
Henri Moissan, of Paris. It is based 
on the well known fact that the metal 
iron has the property—which it 
shares with a few other substances, 
including water —of expanding in- 
siead of contracting as it passes 
from the liquid to the solid state; 
combined with the further iac: that 
lijuld iron absorbs or dissolves car- 
bon, much as water does sugar. in 
increasing quantity with Increasing 
temperature. Molssan fills an mon 
receptacle with pure iron and pure 
carbon obtained by calcining sugar, 
closes it tightly, and rapidly feats 
it to the highest temperature atlain- 
able in an electric furnaée, bringing 
Ito a degree of heat at which tne 
Ume furnace begins to melt, and. the | 
iron volatilizes in clouds. 

The dazzling flery receptacle is 
then lifted out and plunged instantly 
into cold water, until its outer sur- 
face is cooled and hardened, thus 
forming a snell, of iron that holds 
the interior contents with an inflex- 
ible grip. As this molten interior 
matter cools, the carbon separates 
trom the iron solvent in liquid drops. 
and ander the almost unimaginable 
pressure of expansion of the solidi- 
fying iron these liquid drops become 
solid crystals of diamond.—BEvery- 
body's.

Jeremy Taylor, a noted English 
divine, says of the book of Ruth, 
that, Lke a beautiful jewel it lies in 
the Old Testament, between the er- 
mine of tue Judges and the purple 
of the Kings. It contains but four 
brief chapters but the story it tells is 
oi univeisal interest, for it is the old, 
old story of love and loyalty. 

Briefly sketched it-is as follows: 
In a time of famine in Judea a He- 
brew family emigrated into the land 
of Moab. The family consisted- of 
four persons; Elimelech and Naomi 
the fatbe: and mother; and Mahlon 
and Chilion, the two sons. Soon tue 
young men married two of. the Moab- 
itish women; the name of one was 
Ruth, and the name of the other was 
Orpah. But man proposes, and God 
disposes. Afllletlons fell upon the 
home in which tuey all resided. The 
three men died, and there were threo 
graves in heathen soll, and taree dis- 
consolate widows were left to weep 
alone. 

And then Naomi got homesick. The 
agel matron felt she could uo longer 
endure the separation from ger na- 
tive land, and she resolved to return 
to her remaining kindred lu the 
home of her fathers. So she calied 
her diighters-in-law to her side and 
gave then her decision aud left it 


for them to decide what course they | 


would pursue. Thrre was a moment 
of hesitation and then Orpsh Kissed 
tus Hebrew matron and went back 
to Moab, to Ler people and kin. Her 
name never appecis aguin lu the 
Sacred records, She came into the 
fleld of vision and then went out like 
a shooting star. What became of her 
no one knows, dne, vanished utterly 
from the scene, Ruth on the other 
hand made a,different choice.’ Sue 
put her arms around Naomi and 
remembering her marriage vows, 
even thoduu death had separated her 
from her nusband, sae said: “Entreat 
Me not to leave thee, or to return 
from following atter thee; for whitū- 
er thou goest I will go; and where 
thou lod-sest 1 will lodge; thy people 
shall be wy people and thy God my 
God; here thou diest I will dle, and 
there will I be burled.““ And though 
she did not know It, the most mo- 
mentous results hinged upon that de- 
cision. That decision got her life 
story in the Bible. That decision 
made her the wife of the wealtay 
Boaz, made her the great-grandnio- 
ther of King David, lərael's grand- 
est monarch, made her the ancestress 
of the Lord Jesus Christ.

Bhe been welcomed, and so tender 
loved, both tor tle son's sake cud he, 
own, tnat when tae sha low of teeth 
had crossed the thrpshoii of se 
house, an, Ituth wes bereft of he: 
companion, so close had become 
attachment between the two that 
Ruth would not be se grated frou 
the woman who had been to her a 
real mother. Sve cast jn 
with her deliberately, she was ready 
and willing to give up her ond home, 
her childhood friends, her nat ve 
land, all her kindred In Moab, with- 
out a sigh of regret, and to take 
that new and unknown journey wit! 
Naomi away ef to far Judea. to face 
new experlences and enter upan n 
new career, because of ner loyalty 
to her dead husband's memory, and 
her love for her mother-in-law,

Ruth never rut 
fered a pang of home sickness 

Her marriage was to her a nos 
birth into a world which was totally 
different from the old one, and she 
outgrew it. And when the time o 
decision came. so close had been th. 
tles that had been woven about he: 
heart by the Hebrew family, that sni 
was bound to them with bonds o’ 
love stronger than death nen tont 
her with her mother-in-law to far of 
Judea withovt a murmur and wita» 
outa sigh Such recognition of the 
family relation would dn the ma- 
jority of cases settle the question o: 
the worn jest most effectually. 

We recognize the fact that there 
are two sides to this as to all other 
questions, but the probability ts tha 
in the vast majority of caves jn which 
the mother-in-law produces friction 
iw the family, there ia a tailure ow 
both sides to adjust themselves to 
the inevitable new relations,

NO THIRD TERM 

For President, Says Roosevelt, How His 

Declaration Is Regarding As Affecting 
Parties And Policies. 


President Roosevelt will not be a 
candidate for a third term. All doubt 
on this point was Wednesday night 
dispelled by the authoritative state- 
ment from the White House that Mr. 
Roosevelt still adheres to the deola- 
ration of renunciation made on the 
night of the election three years ago. 
In the statement just issued President 
Roosevelt says he has not ; changed 
and shall not onange the decision 
communicated to the American peo- 

| ple in 1904, 

It appears that the President had 
been awaiting the call for the Repub- 
lioan National Convention to afford 
the proper opportunity for making 
his position clear and unmistakable, 
thus leaving the fleld clear for Fair- 
banks, Taft, Cannon, Knox, Foraker 
and other deolared or receptive can- 
didates for the Repudlioan nomina. 
tion, 


| The President's Statement. 
The President's statement follows; 
On the night after election I made 
the following announcement. ‘I am 
deeply sensible of the honor done me 
by the American people thus express- 
ing their confidence in what I have 
done and have tried to do. I appre- 
ciate to the full the solemy responsi - 
bility this confidence imposes upon 
me, and I shall do all that in my 
power lies not to forfeit it. On the 
fourth of March, next, I shall have 
seryed three anda half years, and 
this three and a half years constitute 
my frat term The wise custom 
which limits the President to two 
torms regards the enbatance and not 
the form, and under no oiroumstanoe 
willl be a ‘candidate for or acoept 
another nomination.’’ 
I have not changed and shall not 
ohange the decision thus announced. 


Leaves No Room For Doubt. 


The anouncement that the Presi- 
dent would not acrept the Republican 
nomination, if tendered, came at too 
late an hour to beoome generally 
known ip politial oiroles, but among 
those who learned of it, Democrats 
and Republicans alike, the feeling 
was general that it left no element of 
doubt in the Presidential situation, 
so far as relates to the third term 
talk, aud thut it denfinitely eliminat- 
es Mr. Roosevelt from the contest 
now being waged. Some Democrats, 
however, express a belief that a 
Roosevelt stampede in the Republican 
Convention would shake his resolu- 
tion, and that ne would prove no 
exception to the historic precedent 
that no Americhn citizen ever refused 
a Presidential nomination, 

Administration Republicanadeclar- 
ed that the announcement gives a 
great impetas to the Taft boom, 
while the Democrats, many of the 
leaders of which party waited to 
attend the meeting of tbeir Nation- 
al Committee today. are shonting 
that it means Bryan in a walk. 


Opinions Of Some Democrats. 

Among the Democrats who com- 
mented on the President's statement 
was Senator Tillman, who said; 

This is b way of documentary 
evidence that the President has seen 
the handwriting on the wall. “It means 
that Bryan will be the next Presi- 
dent of the United States. Roosevelt 
is the only possible Republican can- 
didate who could be considered form- 
idable. 

John Sharp Williams, leader of ‘the 
minority in the House, said; 

I believe I am one of the few Denk 
ocrata in public life in the country 
who has been saying all along that 
the President would not run for a 
third term. I believed he had too 
much knowledge of history to run the 
risk of threatening Republican insti- 
tutions with perpetuity of tenure in 
the Presidency. I also thought he 
was n man of so much pride that 
oven if he had come to regret his 
after election utterance, be would 
still stand to his word I think the 
third term iseue would have made Mr. 
Roosevelt the weakest man the Re- 
pu blican party could have nominat- 
ed, not withstanding the fact that hu 
is personally the most popular Repub- 
lican in the conntry today. 


Mr. Bryan Expected It. 

Commenting on the positive an- 
nouncement of Presideut Roosevelt 
that he would not be a candidate for a 
third term, Mr. William J. Bryan 
paid:

For Publicity. 
Denver, July 7, 1908, is place 
and time for the next Demooratio 
National Convention chosen Thursday 
hy the Demooratio National Oom- 
mittee at the conlasion of its session 
in Washington. 


Denver Made Big Offer. 

Denver offered to fnnish the hall 
and a cash donation ot $100,000. 
Louisville offered a hall and $30,900. 
Ohicago simply offered a hall and the 
expenses of the convention, ile St. 
Paul offered practically nothink. Den- 
vor's offer was the identical. one 
which had been offered ta the Repub- 
lican National Committee last Satur- 
day, and which it deolined. It was 
the best offer made to the Repub- 
licavs, but was thrust aside because 

Ohioago was regarded as the best oon - 
vention city and because of certain 
political considerations, including op- 
position to the Taft movement. There 
were a few additiong to the delega- 
tion of ‘‘boostera’’ m Denver, but 
the proposition submitted to the oom- 
mittee was the same one which 
was laid before the Republicans, 
pointing tothe advantages of Colo- 
rado and its ‘‘sunkissed’’ skies. 

This Convention will be farther 
west than any other ounvention of the 
two great parties that has ever taken 
Place. Heretofore neither the Demo- 
oratio nor the Repablican party has 
ever gone farther west than Missoari. 
In 1900 the Demooratic party went 
out to Kansas Oity. With that ex- 
ception neither party has ever goné 
beyond the banks of the Mississippi. 
Both parties have held several oon - 
ventions in St. Louis, and in 1893 the 
Republican convention was held in 
Minneapolis, There did not seem to 
be much competition among the 
o'ties this year for the honor and pro- 
fit of having the Demooratiod conven- 
tion Denver offered the beat induoce- 
ments and got it.

that few urban craftsmen can equal. 

For the bedrooms they make bed- 
stends, usually of pine in the round 
with the bark removed for the sake 
of greater cleanliness, sometimes of 
planed planks. The washstand is 


‘| made of tohgued and grooved wood 


and shaped to go into a corner of a 
It is usually provid- 
ed with ample shelves for storage. 

Sometimes the kindling box is 
completely covered with small strips 
of some wood that tenaciously retains 
its bark. In such case the coloring 
of the bark is carefully considered, 
and the box with Ats hinged lid is 
beautiful, Stracturally also it is ex- 
cellent, for it is nicely joired in 
every part. 

It is the pride of the carpenter- 
gulde to make’ use of simple mater- 
lals ready at hand, and accordingly 
the hinges of such a box are often 
contrived of wrought nails cleverly 
twisted and turned so that they 
serve their purpose to perfection, 
and give a permanent and easy work.

Smaller chairs are made on the aame l

Tables are made of all sizes and 
for many purposes. A dining table 
seuting a dozen persons and made 
ol cedar in the round, with planed 
pind top, has been used in one Adrion, 
dack camp for fifteen years, It {a 
in every way admirably sulted tò its 
purpose, and the bark remains on 
the cedar just as when the table was 
made. 

Smalier tables on the same plan 
are used for, many purposes. More 
decorative tables are made of ceuar 
some in bexagonal form, ~othere 
round, with three legs, very Uppy 
but not impracticable. 

Still others are made entirely óf 
wood in the round with the bark 
on. The face of the table in sucb 
case ls made of small pleces wroughi 
into a pattern or rayed from the cen 
ter. 

It is in ambitious efforts like these 
that the carpenter guide is apt to 
be betrayed into bad taste. As often 
as not, though, his aesthetic mis- 
tukos come from his effort t. comply 
with the taste of his employers. 

Benched, settees, sewing tables, 
sofas and even slideboards ure made 
of such rustic materials and upon 
simple lines. Plant baskets ave cov- 
ered with blreh bark, and serviceable 
cups and pitchers are made of thal 
material, 

Excellent linen chests are made en: 
tirely of cedar in the round save for 
an interior lining of pine. Indeed it 
would be ward to name any article ol 
household furniture which can be 
made of wood that the guides wili 
not Qndertake to make from the nat 
ive material. 

Cedar is the favorite wood with 
the carpenter guides because it is 
dufable and easily worked. Every 
camp should have some seasoned 
cedar in the round stored | Against 
need. 

Wild cherry with the bark on is 
used for small decorative articles, 
and with good effect. White and 
yellow birch are also used; and lens 
often beech. Alder is also used for 
small articles. : ` 

The beautifully cylindrical form 
of the cedar recommends it for large 
urtleles. Pine is much used for 
large articles. 

Nafis are commonly used rather 


“than wooden pegs for securin.; joints. 


For the more delicate work long 
glender brads are used, The carpen 
ter guides would rather use copper 
facteniugs, but these make articles 
ot furniture rather expensive. For 
articles not to be“exposed to weather 
Irom’ nails serve very well, 

The work of the guides, made by 
hand in every part and of carefully 
selected timber by a highly paid me 
chanic who refuses to be hurried Into 
alizhting even the smallest detall,

Method Which’ is a Great Saving to 
California Growers. 


For years there has, been great 
loss. trom dp in shipping fresh 
fruits, both citrus and deciduons,. 
‘from this State to Dastern markets. 
The railroads have seldom been able 
to get fruit through on schedule time 
and the necessary allowance for de- 
lay has compelled growers to pick 
their fruit before it was fully ripe, 
to the loss of some of the flavor and 
also to the loss of some of the weight 
which the fruit: would gain if left 
on the tree. Some ite—pears, for 
example—ripen t after picking 
and are regularly picked quite green, 
but other fruits do not. 

Fruit picked in a temperatire in 
the sun of more than 100 degrees 
and packed into boxes at once car- 
ried very nearly that temperature 
into the car with it, and it was found 
that a carload closely packed would 
Probably be more than 1,000 miles 
On its journey, Hast before being 
cooled by the ice to a temperature 
unfavorable to decay, and by that 
time much of the frult which was 
reasonably ripe before picking. was 
in a bad waf and went richt to pieces 
when exposed to warm air on arrival. 

The evident remedy for that was 
to cool the fruit before shipment, 
Bays the San Francisco Chronicle, and 
ingenious men got to work devising 
practicabla methods of cooling the 
fruit to a proper temperature be- 
fore starting the car.

The fruit can therefore, be allowed 
to get ripe enough to acquire its 
distinctive flavor and still reach its 
destination in far better condition 
than formerly with correspondingly 
better prices to growers.

Dishwashing Machine.

CHILDHOOD MINISTRIES, 


—ä— 


Dec. 15. 07. (1. Sam 3:1-21). 


The child Samuel was the bridge 
connecting two great dispensations 
ih the history of religious and civil 
development. He wrote the last 
chapter of Jewish theocracy and the 
first chapter of the new volume of 
the Jewish kings. He éame into the 
world for a special purpose and com- 
pleted his mission before in old age 
he departed. 

His childhood position should ar- 
Test our attention at the outset. We 
find him in the temple of God, a 
ministering child. Responsibility 
rested upon him, as a child he was 
trustworthy and capable. The poet 
who sang “Heaven lies around us 
in our infancy” was not wide of the 
mark. Childhood can be trusted 
when maturity can not. Men and 
women grow away from honesty and 
innocence instead of toward it. Child- 
ren are unsophisticated, straightfor- 
ward, simple, trustful, joyous, lov- 
ing; adults are often crooked, crafty, 
double-minded selfish, moody, ran- 
corous, and vile. As men grow old 
they lose the simplicity and beauty 
of childhood, and stoop to dew.is 
which degrade and despoil them. Tae 
child is often the father of the man 
Many a parent could well afford to 
go to school to his offspring, and re- 
trace his footsteps until they turn 
into the path worn by the totter- 
ing feet of his child. We speak of 
Parents educating their children but 
we overlook the fact that often ihe 
chitdren educate their parents in a 
very definite way. 

Those who have the charge of 
juvenile training should be careful 
how they exercise that function. Not 
every husband and wife is fit to be 
a parent. It Is a crime for some pro- 
ple to beget children. Their pro- 
geny is not born, as Sidney Smith 
says, “It is damned into the world.“ 
As the Psalmist puts it; They are 
conceived in sin, and born in iniqul- 
ty. It used to be thought that al- 
most anyone who had a fair e lucat‘on 
was competent to teach school. 
know a litile more than the pupil was 
about the only consideration. That 
time has largely gone by. Now, to 
be a teacher of youth, special and 
pecullar qualifications are necessary 
It u understood that a child Is poss- 
essed of body, soul and spirit and 
that every part of the life must be 
developed. To do this something 
more is needed than a spelling book 
and a rattan. 

Children are constantly bearing 
messages to the world which they 
would not otherwise bear, even as 
Samuel. In the temple he received 
a communication that was denied 
even the aged prophet Elj, and all 
his priestly sous. They were too 
dull òf hearing or too much engross- 
ed in carnality, Wit the Instant the 
sensitive soul of Samuel heard the 
call he answered, Here am 1!“ $S 
the world has often been instructed 
out of the mouth of babe and suck 
ling. The Almighty does not despise 
the minute, the obscure. the weak, 
but hangs a dewdrop upon the com 
monest flower, and when he nas ocv- 
casion to speak declines the services 
of thunder and whirlwind, and earth- 
Quake and uttered his message in a 
stil. small volce. Who has not been 
staggered with the curious questions 
of the child mind? How mary a 
man has been turned back from mur 
der by the artless Iispings of a child 
The request of a child has more than 
once set in motion influences which 
take hold of eternity.

WEALTH GOING TO WASTE. 


How Oornstalks May Be Converted. 
Into Alcohol. 

Professor Wiley of the Department 
of Agriculture says that inasmuch as 
every 100 pounds of cornstalks will 
yield 6% pounds of absolute alcohol, 
it is obvious that the ignorant Agri- 
culturist has been allowing an enor- 
mous amount of wealth, to go to 
waste, 

Say that one acre will yield from 
10 to 12 tons of grain stalks, or 
about 20,000 pounds, and you haye 
á quantity of raw material which 
will produce 1800 pounds ‘of abso- 
lute alcohol, or 216 gallons. Alco- 
hol at the present time is worth 40 
cents a gallon. 

Ground in a wet condition and 
dried, cornstalks may be kept inde- 
finitely, and are ready at any time 
for convertion into alcohol.

A tetrific exploaion ahook the vicin- 
ity of the mine at 11.80 this morning 
and announced to all the surroundin 
oommunity that a great convalsion of 
some kind had ooourred down under 
the surface. i 
Shortly afterward smoke began to 
issue in heavy columns from the 
mouth of the mine, whioh is of the 
slope variety. 


Little Hope For Mea. 

On account of the violenve of the 
explosion, which rent the interior of 
the mine, and the presence of ore, 
with the blocked condition of the 
south of the alope, it is not thought 
there is much chance for the men in- 
side. 

Whether they have survived or will 
aurvive is one of the uncertainties of 
the present hoar. 

There is no means yet of doing 

more than to guess whether it was 
gas or coal dust that exploded. 
The scone of the explosion is on the 
Pittsbarg and Lake Erie railroad side 
‘ot the Youghioghsny river’ Jacob's 
Oreek, on the main line of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad, is across the 
river. It is 40 miles east of Pitts- 
burg and 18 miles west of Oonnells- 
ville. 

Within a few minutes after the ex- 
plosion thn mouth of the pit was sur- 
rounded by relatives and friends of 
the entombed men. The scenes were 
most pitifal. 

The smoke and flames issuing from 
the mouth made it impossible to en- 
ter, and the wives and children were 
frantio.

Interests, and in all other respects see 
that that the interests of the taxpay- 
ers and innocent holders of stock are 
protected and conserved. 

Under zuch a‘measure if any tele- 
phone, electric or gae company, atreet 
railways, or any other corporation hav- 
ing to do with what are usually term- 
ed semi-public service, should put an 
exorbitant rate on their services in 
order either to pay a dividend on 
Watered stock or for the purpose of 
putting in their own pocket dividends 
ont of proportion to the capital in- 
vested, then it would have the power 
to compel the reduction of their rates 
until tl ev reached a reasonable basis 
of income to the actual value of the 
plant and capital that should be neces- 
sary to ran the business. 


, As ft Now E. 


Under the present system these oor- 
porations are given franchises and 
charters by our various cities and 
state, and some of them immediately 
proceed to exact all the income th 
people will stand for, and against an? 
exsotion of this kind the people are 
entirely at their mercy, and it isa 
question not of what it is worth bat 
ond of pay, or get out. In all bosi- 
ness where from the nature of the 
thing iteelf it ia impossible or im- 
practicable to have competition the 
public's interests should be conserved. 

The telephone bisiness for instance 
is what might be termed a natural 
monopoly, for more than one com- 
pany only brings dissatiefaction and 
additional burdens and expense om the 
users, and because this is thé case it 
is not right for the public.to be placed 
at the meroy of un) corporation of 
this kind, Who often water the stock 
to an outrageous extent and then 
make the public pay a dividend on it. 


As M Might Be. 


Again with » Commissien of this 
kind in the field it would be imposai- 
ble for two rival lighting companies 
in the same towo—aay Salisbury tor 
instances — to get together aud consoli. 
date and thus put the public at the 
meroy of such a consolidation, with 
compstition killed by the uniting of 
the two companies, All of these 
companies are entitled to a fair return 
in dividends on the money necessary 
to put up and run such planta, but 
they are not entitled to a dividend 
out of all reasons, in a business whose 
most valuable asset ja a franchise 
given by the people and protected 
from competition by this same fran- 
chise, or from other reasons that from 
the nature of the business makes it 
impracticable to give thom competi? 
tion. 8 aod wherever there 
can be imate competition then 
the elde of commodities will be saeh 
as a reasonable mau will be satisfied 
with on Wis investments, but wheu 
the’stimulua and necessities of watch- 
ing an alert and competent competi. 
tor is taken away. and the price can 
be made such as the public will 
stand, then mankind is so prone tp 
work for his own interests, that he 
forgets and the price often rises to a 
point which amounts to extortion from

An Important Moye in County’s Im- 
provement. 

The proposed shell road from Salis- 
bury to Delmar, by way of Leonard's 
mill, is fast working iuto a much to 
be denied ability. The project was 
taken ap several weeks ago by those 
owning farin lands on both sides of 
this road, and the County Oommiss- 
loners wave it their hearty oo-opera- 
tion, President Oooper of the Board, 
giving the constrnotion of the road 
his personal attention.

000, Ou fighting | 
meu—a vast army keyed to an amaz- 
ing pitch of perfection, and selected 
irom a waole empire in arms. That 
army is the most formidable fighting 
torce the world ever saw, and its 
practical efficiency is tested once & 
year in the month of September. For 
the great aim, says Gen. von Einem, | 
toe Prussian Minister of War, is to 
be ready before the need arises to use 
our weapons.“ 

At the same time it is erroneous 
to suppose the Kaiser himself works 
out the scheme of the maoeuvres oF 
that he retains supreme command. 

Tae Emperor's functions are those 
of a supreme umpire-in-chief, who 
passes final verdict on the perfor- 
mance of all troops and criticises de- 
fects with merciless severity, But 
long before September minor sections 
of the huge machine are being exer- 
cised, that they may know their. part 
when called upon.

ders are issued precisely as they would 
be if France or Russia they would 
be accommodated pending thelr march 
to the front in real warfare.

The 
railroads in Germany are all State 
property, so that the military authori- 
ties may retain a controlling grip on 
them. Even the freight cars have all 
been measured in advance, and bear 
on their sides figures showing the 
number of soldiers and horses they 
will take. 

he march to the railroad station, 
the actual entraining and the second 
march from the terminus to the ap- 
pofnted camp are all done with meth- 
egnatical precisiqn; for it is the boast 
of Germany that she can place a 
completely equipped army of half a 
million man on any frontier within 
twenty four hours. Tents are erected 
as though by magic and the camps 
latd hygienically, according to plans 
long laid down. Fach man carries 
dmong his other impediments a plece 
of canvas about a yard and a halt 
square, two ten pegs; a tent stick in 
three pleces to support the roof, and 
cords. 

When the right time comes these 
canvas squares are buttoned together, 
the peg stuck in the ground, and the 
sticks joined up to form the ridge 
pole. Then when a couple of dc en 
pleces have been deducted for officers 
and non-coms, the men creep into 
what is left and sleep packec like sar- 
dines. Thus this tent system is las- 
tic. Two men can form a shelter, or 
an entire company may unite their 
sections.

quite a space of 800 square feet 


exch to obtain sufficient oxygen to 
aerate the blood properly, but we 
usually see cattle huddled together 
in as close a space as poss!ble, gen- 
erally allowing each cow about 275 
te 300 square feet, where they are 
compelled. to breathe. and rebreathe 
the. contaminated atmosphere be- 
cause the dairyman informs us he 
can get more milk from them if 
they are kept close together. 

The majority of stables are bullt 
as cheaply as possible and are 
roughly finished inside and out 
furnishing nooks and corners for 
dirt to locate and propagate disease. 
The floor frequently consista of 12- 
Inch planks laid aside just where the 
hind feet of the cows are place! 
and the milker stands when milking 
and a trench about a foot wide is 
behing the cows. There is not one 
stable in a hundred that has any way 
of flushing and no great percentage 
has any system of drainage. There 
are stables that have stood for years 
upon the same ground and have con- 
tained hundreds of cows and all of 
the liquid excretion has been a 
ed to soak into the ground and there 
remain. KC

milk.

For the past twelve months we 
have been walking amid the Biblical 
Alps. It bas been a Marvelous suc- 
cession of ancient worthies who have 

passed before us, Adam, Enoch, Ab- 
raham, Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, Mosés, 
Joshua, Gideon; Ruth, Samuel. Our 
eyes have scanned a space of time 
Covering at least 3000 years of the 
world's history, and we have beheld 
some of the mightiest factors in its 
development. We have seen how 
these great names are inextricably 
linked together like the parts of a 
chain, no one of them independent, 
each of them laying hold of the others 
in the great succession. 

Like the great mountains the 
most of these men rear their heads 
into the clouds, majestic, grand, aw- 
ful, stupendous, far_removed from 
human fellowship and familiarity. 
We cannot think of Adam on the 
line of sociability; Moses, the man o, 
Sinai and the tables of stone has 
nothing in common with ordinary 
people; Samuel, the man to whom 
God talked freely, always appears to 
us to be clothed with dignity as with 
a garment. We hold aloof from such 
men and stand afar off, recognizing 
their superiority, freely acknowleig- 
ing that they are superior clay,\un- 
able to divest ourselves of the idea 
that somehow they were a sort of 
deml-god among men. Just as we gaze 
in awe upon the inaccessible heights 
and vast bulk of Mount Blanc. 
and are conscious of our littleness iu 
such a presence; so the most of us 
regard these Old Testament; heroes 
and heroines as something go infin- 
itely removed from our sphere ag to 
be unapproachable, 

And yet, the grêat mountains have 
their rough and rugged sides, which 
Lave beer rent by earthquake shock, 
smitten by lightning, blasted by fire 
gullied by water, aspects which are 
far from pleasing. And as we have 
reviewed the lines of these pathfind- 
ers of history, we have discovered 
that they too were men with like 
passions as ourselves, The Bible 
does not attempt to dodge the facts, 
nor to cover and explain away the 
faults of its characters, So we have 
discovered that these great Biblical 
Alps show rugged aspects and storm 
smitten elements. Adam, is re 
bered chiefly by the fact of his fall 
and expulsion from Eden. He set 
the example, which his posterity havé 
universally followed, of doing what 
he was forbidden to do and sufferius 
the consequences. About thg: only 
man in the lot against whom un 
charge is brought is Enoch, but one 
perfect man in 3,000 years is not a 
very high average. We are glad that 
there was one, We are surprised that 
there were not more. Abraham lied 
and was no gentleman in his treit- 
ment of Hagar; Jacob was a schemer 
and a deceiver of his own father, 
a sharp driver of bargains), Moses 
lost his temper several times und ir 
great provocation and slew au Bgyp- 
tian, which act sent him Into ex- 
fle for many years, and ġo on, aud 
so on. 

Mark you! There is never a word 
of palliation or excuse for the bad 
conduct of these men. Just as ni- 
ture leaves the. scars of lightning, 
flood and fire all visible to whose. 
ever will look, so the Bible does ^ot 
attempt to cover up iniquity in aay 
man. But it gives most people a 
feeling that after all these Alpine 
men were but flesh and blood to reat 
the story of their weaknesses. We 
instinctively feel that there la hop. 
for, us it such men were accepted 
When we see that even these oid 
heroes met the very same tempta: 
tions we meet every day, to Ile, to de- 
ceive, to be harsh, to be unjust. w: 
be unchaste, to seorn people, to take 
advantage of their ignorance, wa 
somehow come to feel that they were 
real men after all. 

And then, just like the mountains 
there was a tender and gentle and 
gracious aspect which we have dis- 
covered about these men. The 
mountains are not all crags and peaks 
and dloud-capped, thunder-amitten 
summits, They have pleasant valleys. 
and mossy dells, green slopes ‘and 
vine covered terraces, they are vocal 
with song birds and fragrant with 
flowers, So with these Biblical Alpa 
Adam alone, is no great attraction, 
but when we see his tender love tvi 
Eye, a love so strong that he deliber- 
ately shared her folly that they mix it 
not be separated even in banishment, 
he becomes a different creature, Ab- 
rabam and Sarah, Isaac and Rebekah. 
Jacob and Rachael, Moses and Mir- 
fam, the gentle pure-hearted Ruth 
and the goble mother of Samuel, all 
assist in ‘twining wreaths and gar- 
lands tor these rugged old heroes, 
covering up their deformities with 
the tender ministries of love. Happy 
the man who like them has some 
dear one as parent, companion oe 
friend to chide him when he ls temp- 
ted to go astray, to weep over him 
if he is overtaken in a tault. and to 
love him to the end.

exceed two or three cents a crate. 
The fruit can therefore; be allowed 
to get ripe enough to acquire its 
distinctive flavor and still reach’ its 
destination in far better condition 
than formerly with correspondingly 
better prices to growers. 
Experiments have now been made 
for a long enough period to demon- 
strate the value of the process, and 
cooling plants are being rapidly in- 
stalled at all shipping stations of 
importance. When the shipmenta 
from a station are.not large enough 
to justify the installation of a plant 
the cars can be cooled at the first 
cooling station on the journey: It 
is evident that within two or three 
years the cooling plants will be gen- 
erally installed, and it, is believed 
that the invention‘will be found one 
of the ‘moat profitable improvements 
in the art of handling Sroa truits yət 
made. 


Dishwashing Machine. 

A radical departure in the con- 
struction of dish-washing machines 
has been made by an Iowa man, a 
shown in the illustration below. In 
the majority of such machines the 
dishes are piled in a receptacle, and 
the water forced over and around 
them with great force. This does 
not wash them—it merely rinses 
them. In the apparatus shown here 
the dishes are actually washed, as 
much so as could be done with the 

| human hands. The apparatus con- 
\ sists of a pan for holding the water

Tree Trunks as Filters. 

A well known Austrian engineer, 
M. Pfister, ts stated to have dis- 
covered a remarkable property of the 
trunks of tress, namely, tbat of re- 
taining the sait of sea water that has 
filtered through the trunk in the 
direction of the fibres. He has con- 
sequently cted an apparatus 
designed to utilize this property in 
obtaining potable water for the use 
of. ahipa’ crows. This apparatus con- 
Ates of a pump, which sucks up the 
sea water into a reservoir, and then 
forces it into the filter formed by 
the “tree trunk. As soon, as the 
pressure reaches 1.6 to 2.5 atmos‘ 
pheres the water is seen, at the end 
of trom one to three minutes, accord- 
ug to the kind of wood used, to 
make its exit from the other extre- 
mity ot the trunk, at first in drops 
then in fine streams, the water 
thus filtered being potable, freed, in 
fact, from every particle of the usual 
saline taste which la such a draw- 
bank to water obtained in the or- 

dinary manner. — Railway Review.
